"The cowards gave this man no chance. 


He spoke to them and one turned, and 
shot him. down. It is a most pitiful case, 
and one deeply to be regretted. ^ is, 
possible that I may recommend the es- 
tablishment of a school for the training 
of the new members of the force. 
The 


men shouJd be Instructed never to ap- 
proach suspicious characters except with 
their revolvers in hand, although not ac- 
tually displayed. 
It would possibly save 


many lives." - 


The drama of events moved swiftly 


last night, leading to the tragedy of the 
shooting of young Leonliardt, and the 
capture of on© of the highwaymen, prob- 
ably responsible for his death. 


At 9:35 Secretary Singleton was 
at- 


tacked by four armed and masked thugs 
at Clifton street, 30 feet from College 
avenue, when he was running for_ a car. 
He was 
brutally beaten, and jewelry, 


and money taken from him, the total' 
loss being estimated at close to 
?200. 


He made 
his way 
to the Claremont 


Country Club and notified the police. 


The red light warning, calling all po- 


lice to look out for suspects.* was flashed 
throughout the city, and Inspector of 
Police Charles Bock sent out the police 
patrol. 
Detectives Harry . E. Green and 


Thomas Gallagher, with Wagon 
Officer 


Caveney searched the district in which 
the robbery had taken place but failed 
to find the bandits. 


A COWARD'S 
ACT. 


At 11 o'clock at Montecito street and 


Grand avenue, Patrolman Leonhardt en- 
countered three men together walking 
•apldly. 
He asked them to halt and 


speak with him, as he had been ordered 
to demand an account from' all suspi- 
cious characters. 
Without a word one 


of the men turned, revolver in hand, and 
shot him down. 
The throe disappeared 


jn the darkness, g-oing; eastward on Clif- 
ton, street. 


Leonhardt, despite weakness from loss 


of blood, crawled two blocks to the Oak- 
land Gas and Heat Company power sta- 
tion at the Piedmont baths, and after 
scratching and calling- at the door, at- 
tracted the attention of the night en- 
gineer, who 
notified 
the police. 
The 


wounded 
officer was 
taken 
to 
the 


Emergency Hospital 
and afterward 
to 


the Providence, where he . is now in a 
critical condition. 


Vigilance on the part of the police 


was redoubled, and in less than 20 min- 
utes Patrolman P. J. Connolly and Os- 
car Cozad, who were patrolling1 a bus- 
iness district beat together watching for 
suspects, captured Frank Smith as ho 
was running down Washington street 
toward Twelfth. 
The man was out of 


breath, nervous, and covered with per- 
spiration, as though he had been run- 
ning for many blocks. 


HAD GUN HANDY. 
, 


He had a large revolver thrust in the 


front of his trousers, where he could 
grasp it easily with 
his 
right 
hand. 


Connolly, who has had considerable ex- 
perience, and has several daring- cap- 
tures to his credit, gave him no chance 
to use his weapon, and the two police- 
men closed In upon him without warn- 
ing. 
The revolver found on his persoo 


was loaded, all 
the 
chambers 
being 


filled, but the barrel of the weapon was 
smoke-stained and powder grimed, as 
though' it had been recently discharged. 


Searched at the police station, a sap- 


phire scarf pin, set with nine diamonds, 
and a solitaire diamond ring-, with the 
stone in a peculiar setting in tho mouth 
of a curiously designed 
lion's 
head— 


both the 
property of Singleton—were 


fount! In his possession. 


He told conflicting stories, and It Is 


probable that he will be eharg-ed. with 
assjuilt ivith intent to commit murder.

"After thesa Instructions the1 young- 


est of the quartet, who I should judge 
was about 17 years old, and who was 
dressed in a dark-suit and a black cap 
with a patent leather visor, and the 
older of the men, -who was dressed in a 
dark suit and a black slouch hat, went' 
through my clothes, taking- $2 in money. 
a $75 diamond tie pin, that was given 
me by my wife as a wedding present,"a 
diamond ring that was given me by my 
mother, my gold watch and chain, val- 
ued at $55, my check book and my card 
case. 
The only thing that 
they 
left 


were my keys. 


"After going: through my clothes the 


smallest of the bunch picked up my uni- 
brella and handed it to- me, at the same 
time, pointing his gun at ma and tell- 
ing me that I had better get back to 
the club. 


"I started back and was about half 


way there when I met the same auto 
that had passed before I was held up. 
I stood in the middle of - the road, stop- 
ped the machine and told the chauffeur 
that I had been held up and that I 
wanted him to take me to the police 
station. 
Instead of taking me to a po- 


lice station he took me to a couple of 
saloons and then from there back to the 
club where some 
members telephoned 


to police headquarters and a couple of 
detectives came out and asked me a lot 
of questions and then took me home." 


PLANNED BIQ HAUL. 


That the gang of bandits had planned' 


to make a big haul last night is the be- 
liief of Secretary Singleton. 
The Der- 


nier Cri Dancing club was holding a ball 
at tho Country club, and the men were 
lying In wait In a dark street on the way 
from 
the club. 


"There were four of them, all armed, 


said 
Secretary 
Singleton this morning-. 


"One had been acting as a lookout, I be- 
lieve, and that is the reason why In sev- 
eral 
cases 
only three men have been 


seen. 


"Tho S'ang Intended to hold up an au- 


tomobile party coming from the club, I 
believe, and anticipated getting some val- 
uable jewelry and money. They were ap- 
parently fully prepared to carry out a 
well planned robbery; and it-was only my 
stumbling Into them that made me the 
victim and forestalled a later attempt. 


"The attack upon me was a most bru- 


tal one. One man struck me a violent 
blow in the .nose, knocking me to the 
ground, and when I was down they all 
kicked me, aiming to kick me In the ab- 
domen and put me out. 
A match box 


in one pocket, which they smashed flat, 
saved me from a nasty injury. 


"One of my fingers Is wrenched and 


torn where the brute dragged the ring 
from me. 
I. have bruises all over my 


body. 
The men evidently tried to leave 


me as badly damaged as they could, so 
that I would not be able to give warn- 
ing." 


Captain of Detecti\'es "Walter J; Peter- 


sen declared this morning- that he be- 
lieved Smith to be the leader of the 
gang. He Is the one who had the main 
part of the loot taken from Singleton In 
his possession, and the captain of detec-

RECEIVED SIGNAL.

"I received the flash of the red light 


to look out for three or four men to- 
gether, one a tall man with a light over- 
coat, and three with dark sack suits, all 
armed. I was at Montecito street.a lit- 
tle later on, and saw two men together, 
and two others across the street. They 
answered In a measure the description, 
mid I followed them. 
They walked fast- 


er, and one of the men on the further 
side of the street joined the two on my 
side near Grand avenue. 
"When about 


twenty feet away,' I called to them to 
slop, and was about to reach for my 
gun, when -without a word one of the 
three turned and fired point blank at 
me. I fell as though struck by a heavy 
weight, and saw them running eastward 
along the street. 


CRAW*LED ALONG STREET. 


"I almost lost consciousness. 
Then I 


realized that I must give the warning, 
and I raised myself, and holding to the 
fence 
pickets, drew myself along 
the 


street. 
I fell several times, and finally 


was so weak I could, not raise myself, 
and was forced to crawl the rest of the 
way on hands and knees. 


"When I got to the power station at 


the Piedmont baths, the door was closed. 
I scratched, and knocked at the bottom 
of the door and finally the engineer came 
-and found me. 
1 told him. to notify 


the office, and I don't remember what 
happened .after that.'1 


I>eonhardt was taken to the hospital 


hi an automobile by A. H. Brooks of 
369 Staten avenue and H. P. Harper nf 
#65 Stalen avenue, nnd from there, after 
his wounds had been dressed, taken to 
t h e Providence Hospital. 
He was in a 


critical condition all night, and while Tjr. 
Hamlin holds out? some hopes for his 
recovery, he states that It will bo some 
days before It will be possible to say 
positively that he is out of danger. 


X-RAY PHOTO TAKEN. 


Before the bullet was extracted 
last 


night an X-ray photograph was taken 
through Leonhardi's body and the bullet 
thus located. 
It was immediately ex- 


tracted and the dispatch In finding the 
missile nnd removing It may save his life, 
as jt will probably forestall the possi- 
bility o f , blood poisoning. 


"I have no doubt that this fellow 


Smith is an old crook," said Captain of 
Detectives Petersen. 
"He is too wise 


to talk much, and falls to give anybody" 
or any name of a person, to whom we 
can apply to confirm the statements he 
makes. 
He claimed, last night to have 


come to Oakland only yesterday, and 
yet he showed a strange familiarity with 
Oakland streets. 
When aeked where he 


had been in Oakland, he said he had 
been looking about the town and had been 
sitting In Harrison Park at Seventh and 
Harrison streets, but he was captured at 
Twelfth and Washington 
streets, and

They 


were assigned to 
the 
Philippines 
where they saw active service and 
during the guerilla 
warfare, which 
was carried on there by the natives 
a few years later, Platt was wounded 
in the right leg by a bullet. 


ON ILL-FATED SHIP.. 


After a short stay in a government 


hospital, he was' placed aboard the 
first steamer sailing for San Fran- 
cisco, which was the old.Rio de Jatiy 
eiro. 
It was the last trip the vessel 
made into this port before it struck 
upon a rock beyond the heads in a 
fog, 
sinking- with nearly all on board. 
Having enlisted tor five- years, and 


with still two more years to serve, 
Platt was given an 
honorable dis- 
charge. 
Through a 
special act of 


Congress, it was provided that the 13 
men should each receive 160 acres of 
land and the award -was made. The 
matter did not reach his attention, 
however, until the other day, when 
in a letter from, a friend in Bakers- 
field. Platt was asked 
about 
the 
property.

He went to the government land 


office in the postoffice building here 
and ascertained that the good news 
was 'true. 
In order to secure final 


deeds it is provided that the grantee 
must live on the land for a period of 
two weeks each year for two years.

"Will any iairminded man say .that the citizens ,f>i the annexed 


district should be disqualified from holding office under the -new 
charter by invoking- a narrow technicality? Is there any man so sel- 
fish and unjust as to wish* to claim from a man regularly elected by 


i a majority of the voters an' office which •he'Tiad been~deriied at the 


polls?

But the contention that the residents of the annexed district 


are disqualified from being candidates at this time ihas no sounder 
basis in law than it has-.in morals. It is not based upon a fair and 
intelligent reading of .the charter and the legal decision which is 
cited as proof of ineligibility. The decision referred to does--not 
apply at all points to the.situation presented here. It is not analog- 
ous in a vital particular. 


When theinew charter was framed the annexed district was an 


integral part of the--city>of Oakland. T'he provisions of the charter 
therefore apply equally to that section of the city as well as other 
sections of the city. The charter .first describes the corporate boun- 
daries of the city and'-then.goes-on to say .that'electors who have 
been residents of the! city four years preceding election shall be 
eligible to the-offices^of Mayor and'Commissioner., 


That means resident of. the-territory include'd in the corporate 


limits'defined^by-the charter. It could mean nothing else. TUie 
language of the charter in no sense applies to the city of Oakland 
as it existedoprior to-consolidation. As used in the new charter the 
term, city of': Oakland does not apply to the 'boundaries of the old 
corporation. It applies to the corporation created by the new char- 
ter, and to'the entire territory-included in, the provisions of tJie char- 
ter! In setting forth the qualifications of office-holders under the 
new charter-that instrument has no reference to the old city, but 
referred to the*new. 
, 
. 


Suppose, for example, no part of the territory embraced within 


the corporate.limits of Oakland had ever been incorporated under 
the name and style, of the city of Oakland, or incorporated at all, 
wottld it .be claim«d;*that all citizens residing therein would be dis- 
qualified? "Who, then, would be qualified? Where would the city find 
eligible office-holders? By carrying-the.coTitention.to a logical conclus- 
ion its fatuous absurdity is-disclosed. In this instance, the. 'absurd- 
ity and injustice are-so patent as -to be apparent to any layman. A 
man does not have to be a lawyer to see that the contention, has no 
basis in law or common.sense. It is simply a bugbear trotted out 
to frighten candidates residing in the annexed-district off the field. 
It is, in short, a job-chaser's device. 


However, the effort to disqualify them- should make the citizens 


of the annexed district see the wisdom of standing by candidates 
from their section who can be-relied on to-protect their interests. If 
they allow themselves to be juggled out of representation in the 
city government their .needs are likely to receive scant attention in 
the administration of municipal affairs. 
The effort to disqualify 


them and deprive them of the right of representation should ad- 
monish them to stand together in defense of their rights, and inter-

How- 
ever, it is gratifying that.the franchise dispute has been settled and 
the Southern Pacific left free to go ahead with! the construction of 
its interurban electric system. The early completion of -this system 
is of vast importance not only, to Oakland, but to'the contiguous 
towns. That there is to be no further delay in the work is an as- 
surance that progress is not to be arrested on this side of the bay. 
We owe that assurance largely to the efforts of Mr. Pendleton, who 
strove with diligence and patience to bring the franchise matter to 
a satisfactory conclusion despite contumely and factional obstruc- 
tion interposed for selfish, ambitious or vengeful -reasons. Mr. Pen- 


• dleton has rendered the city many services for which the public 
should be grateful, but none more worthy of praise •than^the settle- 
ment of the Seventh street franchise matter. He could not have 
succeeded had he not been loyally supported by such men as Oliver 
Ellsworth, J. R. MacGregor, Councilmen Bronner, Baccus and oth- 
ers, but it is no disparagement of those gentlem«nNto say that Mr. 
Pendleton bore, the chief burden of the task and drew upon himself 
the bulk of the abuse .heaped upon those who were striving to do 
; their duty in a matter of deep vital concern to the city.

In the battle of Casa Gran'de thirty-six of the prisoners 
captured from Madero's army .are 'Americans. These examples fur- 
nish: conclusive-proof that the "revolution" in Mexico is being large- 
ly manned, financed-and .provision-ed-tfro-m.. the Aim-erican side of the 
frontier, in direct violation of the laws of neutrality. It is the duty 
of our government to stop these .predatory forays into the territory 
of a. 'friendly nation, and that explains why the American army is' 
making a military demonstration all along" the border. Our gov- 
ernment is under engagement to protect the lives and property of 
Europeans resident in Mexico, and hence m-ust be prepared to af- 
ford the protection whenever it is necessary. Recent events in M'ax.- 
ico indicate that there-may be a call for sucihi protection at any mo- 
ment.

Bill Basing lumber on Average Attendance May 


Undergo Giange; What the County Dele- 


gation Is Doing

an amendment to the assembly bill which 
bases the number of public school teach- 
ers upon the dally average attendance 
of scholars Instead of upon the school 
census, It is r>ossibl& that Oakland, may 
sain 13 instead of losing 29 teachers, as 
was the case bci'ore tho introduction of 
the amendment. ' 


Under the same conditions, San Fran- 


cisco's teaching- force would be Increased 
by 96 Instead of being: decreased by 98 
instructors, 
thus restoring, practically, 


all the teachers whom it was thought 
the schools would lose. 


Under tiio census pian, San Francisco 


had 
74,721 children with 1068 teachers. 


Under the .daily avora-gre attendance plan 
Han Francisco public schools has only 
S3,959, with 970 teachers. 


COGHLAN'S AMENDMENT.

There was 
no reason, it was claimed, why the num- 
ber 35 should be selected, save because 
it would add to the revenue of 46 coun- 
ties in sums ranging from $35 to 531.JGS.

would be sustained by the counties of

was to be allowed for each, school dis- 
trict, having a fraction of ten children, 
great advantage would be given to coun- 
ties having many districts. 


It was evident that large school dis- 


tricts lilce San Francesco, which com- 
poed but one- school district, could have 
,but one fraction of ten children.

conseciuen.ce, there was- -a great increase 
in teachers to counties having a. largo 
number of small school' districts or to 
those having- the greater number of frac- 
tions.

COMPARING BILLS.

At the present time the Fifteenth 


district, which is represented by Sen- 
ator Stetson, has, in round numbers, 
about 
95,000 residents, whereas the 


population of the Fourteenth district, 
represented by Senator Hans, has but 
71,000; that of the Sixteenth, repre- 
sented by Senator Tyrrell, has 66,000 
inhabitants, and the Thirteenth, rep- 
resented by 'Senator Strobridge. haa 
23,000. 


It 
seems likely that about 11,000 


and perhaps more will be taken out of 
Senator Stetson's district and given to 
the district of Senator Tyrrell. Prob- 
ably 
5000 more will be transferred 


from the same district to the district 
of Senator Hans and, in turn, there 
will be chopped out of Senator Hans' 
district the Sroadmoor precinct, which 
lies just outside the eastern limits of 
Oakland. This precinct will be added 
to the d'striat of Senator Strobridge, 
thus causing that delegate's district to 
include all the interior of the county. 


As a result of this slicing up of the 


territory the population of the several 
districts would be as follows:

Dobbins, 2600 Warring street. 
Prof. Dobbins who graduated from the 
'University of California In -'1907, Is in- 
structor of engineering In the celebrated 
Chinese university, having been a mem- 
Toer of the (acuity-for the last two years. 
, The following is an extract from his 
•e "During- the past week there have 
'heen several new developments In this 
jpart of China in regard to the plaeue, 
'and I am going to keep you well posted 
ion the subject, so that you need not be 
lalarmed by some of 
tlie 
extravagant 
{newspaper accounts, some of which are 
(already known to have been sent out by 
'correspondents here. 
"The plague scorns to bo spreading 
'rather rapidly, which at first caused ma 
to be somewhat alarmed. But with the 
spread ot the disease there was, also a 
•better opportunity to obtain information 
about It. I have learned that this form 
of the plague is not tho form which Is 
spread by rats, but that it can only be 
transmitted by direct contact with a vic- 
tim, in which case the Infection is spread 
by his breath, Furthermore a serum has 
been perfected which provides a very 
high degree of immunity to those innocu- 
lated with it. . 
"The germ that does the work cannot 
snrvivo longer than three to five hours 
outside of the body, and therefore .thero 
la no danger of 
it being transmitted 
through tho mails. 


ISOLATED SPOT. 


"As a general welfare precaution for 
our own community we are having all 
of our servants innoculatecl. in addition 
to* keeping- them out of town, so that we 
have something of an isolated community 
.for our own and are Quits safe. 
"Just now, however, 
is the Chinese 
New Year and the prevalent custom of 


• every one returning to his homo for the 
occasion gives ono of the best possible 
opportunities for the disease to spread, 
so we are waiting for the report of the 
next four or five days with great in- 
terest, for if no new cases are 'reported, 
then the chances for other means of 
spreading are slight. But in any case, 
we at the university are quite safe from 
any danger of it reaching us. 
"During the last month there have been 
fourteen cases in Tientsin, and each of 
these has been isolated Immediately, so 
there has been little' opportunity for tnem 
to spread the disease. These fourteen 
cases have all occurred in three sepa- 
rate houses,- showing that all of them 
have come from just three sources of 
contagion, all of which are now Isolated. 
I am going into this detail as I stated 
before, just so that you need not be- 
lieve headlines that announce that the 
people are dying faster than they can be 
removed from the streets, and other 
similar exaggeration. 
"Harbin, way up north, has the worst 
record with a total of 2700 deaths from 
all causes in the last 
three 
months. 
Mukden, somewhat further south, and 
about 400 miles from Tientsin, reports a 
total of 37 deaths from the plague, and 
there have been about forty reported 
deaths inside of the great city wall, in- 
cluding seventeen at the isolated hos- 
pital of the railway administration in 
connection with the quarantine station 
it Shanhai Kuan."

•of a new navel variety are to be shipped 
from "Washington, X>. C., to California 
to "be tried out. 
Professor E. B. Babcock of the depart- 
ment of agricultural education 
at the 
State university, has been Inspecting the 
new orange and arranged to introduce 
it in this State. 
It has been tried and tested by the 
United States Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station at "Washington. It was discov- 
ered by an accident, and is expected to 
provo a boon as.a hardier type of fruit, 
possesing' better shipping qualities and 
adapted to colder climates 
than the 
present variety of navel. 


The variety was secured "by the Gov- 


ernment men by crossing- the Kumauat, 
a: tiny round orange, with 
the 
native 
orange sedlng-, 
the 
result 
being 
a 


uniform, thin-skinned compact orange, 
'full of juice and extremely delicious. A 
peculiar outgrowth of the new discovery 
lies fn the fact that all the seeds pro- 
duced are not hybrids, some of the seeds 
turning out as. falso embryo, the latter 
seeds not having yet been tried out by 
the Government authorities.

where he visited the 
agricultural ex- 
periment stations In many States. 


The trees are expected to be 
ready 
for distribution in about a month and 
will be distributed in the larger orange 
growing centers.
